LAWLESSNESS IS IRELAND. 

The Times, remarking on the growth of 
lawlessness in Ireland, says: One experiment 
which is most obvious and most certain to 
sueceed remains untried. If one mob of Fe- 
nians or Land Leaguers, or of whatever other 
title, were just for once not 
suffered to have its own way— 
if its appeal to force were met and overcome 
and ifthe mob was dispersed and forbidden to 
reassemble—the consequences might be happy 
inthe extreme. One victory of law would be 
the signal for others. The objections to 
such an experiment are obvious, but 
not conclusive. The forcible dispersion 
of a mob in Ireland would be certainly followed 
by a how! of execration from their Parliamen- 
tary triends and champions. The Irish press, 
which is silent over the injuries to the polite, 
would be eloquent in the case we are now 
supposing. But the Land League would 
receive something ve like its 
death blow, and might itself fall into the con- 
tempt with whichthe law is now treated in 
Jreland.

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* THE ART OF WAR. 


„Mark Twain’s’’ Speech to the Army of 
the Potomac Society. 
Hartford Correspondence New York Sun. 
At the banquet given to the Society 


of the Army of the Potomac this 
evening Mr. Samuel L. Clemens 
(Mark Twain) responded to the toast. The 


Benefit of Judicious Training.” He said that 
he had been to West Point and had loaded up 
with military information, and in what he 
said he was backed by the highest military 
authority. He added: 

To begin, gentlemen, when an engagement 
is meditated, it is best to feel the enemy first, 
thatis if itis night, for, as one of the cadets 
explained to me, you do not need to feel him 
in the daytime,because you can see him then. 
I never should have thought of that, but it is 
true, perfectly true. In the daytime the 
methods of procedure are various, but the 
bes seems to me, is one which was intro- 
due y Gen. Grant. Gen. Grant always 
sent, an active young man re- 
d to recomnoitre and get the enemy’s 
bearings. I got this from a high officer at the 
Point, who told me he used to be aredoubt 
on Gen. Grant’s staff, and had done it often. 
Whenthe hour for the battle is come, move to 
the field with celerity—fcol away no time. 
Under this head I was told of a favor- 
ite maxim of Gen. Sheridan’s. Gen. 
Sheridan always said: If the siege 
train isn’t ready, don’t wait—go by 
anv trains that are handy. To get there 
isthe main thing.“ Nowthe correct idea, as 
you approach the field it is better to get out 
and walk. This gives you a better chance to 
dispose of your forces judiciously for the as- 
sault. Get your artillery in position and 
throw out stragglers to the right and left to 
hold your lines of communication against 
surprise, see that every hod carrier con- 
nected with a mortar battery is at his post. 
They toid me at the Point that Napoleon 
despised mortar batteries and never would 
use them. He said that for real etticienev he 
wouldn't give a hatful of bricks for a tou of 
mortar. However, that is all he knew 
about it. | 

Everything being ready for the assault, you 
want to enter the field with your baggage to 
the front. This idea wasinvented by our 
renowned guest, Gen. Sherman. They told 
me that Gen. Sherman said that the trunks 
and baggage make a good protection for the 
soldiers, but that chiefly they at- 
tract the attention and rivit the interest of 
the enemy, and this gives you an opportu- 
nity to whirl the other end ofthe column 
around and attack him in the rear. I have 

iven a good deal of study to this tactic since 


learned about it, and it appears to me that 
it is a trattling good idea. Never 
fetch on your reserves at the 
start. This was Napoleon’s first mistake 


at Waterloo. Next he assaulted with his 
bomb proofs and ambulances and embrasures 
when he ought to have used a heavier artil- 
lery. Thirdly, he retired his right to Rico- 
chet—which uncovered his pickets—when his 
only possibility of success lay in doubling up 
his centre flank by flank, and throwing out 
his cheraux de frise ty the left oblique to re- 
lieve the skirmish line and confuse the en- 
emy, if such a mancuvre would confuse him, 
and at West Point they said it would. It 
was about this time that the Emperor had 
two horses shot under him. How often vou 
see the remark that General Sound Soin such 
and such a battle had two or three horses 
shot under him. Gen. Burnside and many 
great European military men, as I[ was in- 
formed by a high military officer at West 
Point, have justly characterized this as a 
wanton Waste of projectiles, and he impress- 
edupon me a conversation in the tent of the 
Prussian chiefs at Gravelotte,in the course 
of which our honored guest just referrea to— 
Gen. Burnside—observed that if you can’t 
aim a horse so as to hit a general with it, 
shoot it over him and you may bag some- 
thing on the other side; whereas a horse shot 
under a general does no sort of damage. I 
agree cordially with Gen. Burnside, and 
heaven knows I shall rejoice to see the artil- 
lerists of this landand of all lands cease 
from this wicked and idiotie custom. 

At West Point they told me of another mis- 
take at Waterloo, namely that the French 
were under fire from the beginning of the 
light till the end-—-which was plainly a most 
effeminate and ill-timed attention to comfort, 
and a foolish division of military strength, 
for it probably took as many mente Keep up 
the fires as it did to do the fighting. It would 
have been much better to have had a small 
fire in the rear, and let the men go there 
by detachments and get warm, 
and not try to warm upthe whole army at 
once. Allithe cadets said that an assault 
along the whole line was the one thing which 
could have restored Napoleon’s advantage at 
this juncture, and he was actually rising up 
in his stirrups to order it when a sutler burst 
at his side and covered him with dirt and 
debris, and before he could recover Welling- 
ton opened a tremendous and devastating fire 
upon him from a monstrous battery of vivan- 
dieres, andthe star of the great Captain’s 
glory settorise no more. The cadet wept 
while he told me these mournful particulars. 

When you leave abattletield always leave 
it in good order, remove the wreck a nd rub- 
bish and tidy * the place. However, in the 
case ofadrawn battle it is neither party’s 


business totidy up anything. You can leave 


the fleld looking as if the city government of 
New York had bossed the fight. When you 
are traversing the enemy’s country, in order 
to destroy his supplies and cripple his re- 
sources you want to take along plenty of 
camp flowers. The more the better. They 
are a tremendously effective arm of 
the service, and they inspirein the foe the 
liveliest dread. A West Point professor told 
me that the wisdom of this was recognized 
as far back as Scripture times. He quoted 
the verse. He said it was from the 
new revision, and was a little different from 
the way it reads in the old one. I do not 
recollect the exact wording of it now, but 1 
remember that it wound up with something 
about such and such a devastating agent be- 
ing as “as terrible as an army with bum- 
mers.“ I believe I have nothing further to 
add but this: ‘The West Pointers said a 
private should preserve a respectful attitude 
toward his superiors, and should seldom, or 


never, proceed so far as to offer suggestions 
to his General in the field. If the battle is 


not being conducted to suit himit is better 
for him to resign. By the etiquette of war it 
is permitted to none below the rank of news- 
paper correspondent to dictate to the Gen- 
eral in thetield.

DADDY RICE. 


The Great Progenitor of American 
Negro Minstrelsy—Jim Crow. 


From the New York Times. 


It was customary then, always to have a 
song or dance between the play fand farce. 
and young Rice was very good in either. 
Negro minstrelsy was then in its infancy and 
attracted little attention, but Rice was parti- 
cularly happy in “little negro bits.“ N. NM. 
Ludlow took a summer company to Louis- 
ville. Among the members were Sol. Smith, 
Conner and Tom Rice. It was the first regu- 
lar theater in that citv. Back of the theater 
was a livery stable, kept by a man named 
Crow. The actors could look into the stable 
from the theater, and were particularly 
amused by an old decrepit negro who use 
to do odd jobs for Crow. As was then usual 
with slaves, they called themselves after their 
owner, sothat old Daddy had assumed the 
name of Jim Crow. He was very much de- 
formed, the right shoulder being drawn high 
up, the left leg stiff and crooked at the knee, 
giving him a painful but at the same time 
laughable, limp. He used to croon a queer 
old tune with words of his own, and at the 
end of each verse would give a little jump 
and when he came down he set his “heel 
a- rockin'.“ He called it jumping Jim 
Crow.“ The words of the refrain were: 

‘*Wheel about, turn about, 
Do jis so, 

An' every time I turn about, 
f jump Jim Crow: 

Rice watched him closely, and saw that 
here was a character unknown to the stage. 
He wrote several verses, changed the air 
somewhat, quickened it a good deal, made up 
exactly like Daddy, and sang it toa Louis- 
ville audience. They were wild with delight, 
and on the first night he was recalied twenty 
times. 

tice became known as Daddy Rice,“ and 
Jim Crow’? was immortalized—the suc- 
cesses of Rice are too well known to need re- 
capitulation. He played but three star en- 
cagements—one each in Cincinnati, Phila- 
delpbia and New York—before he went to 
England, and in London his business was so 
great that Macready closed his engagement 
at another theater for lack of support, the 
town being mad after Jim Crow. 

From Louisville Rice went to Cincinnati. 
During eis engagement there a man lay in 
prison under sentence of death forthe mur- 
der of his wife. lle used to write from 
twenty to thirty most excellent Jim Crow 
verses daily, hitting off local. and political 
matters, and send them to Daddy to sing at 
night. Rice was very quick at improvisation, 
and wrote many of his own farces, like The 
Virginia Mummy,” “Oh Hush” and“ Otello.“ 
A eamber of them still are stand-bys on the 
minstrel stage. Not only was he the original 
of all the lame darkies who have appeared 
since, but he was the original of the dandy 
darky. Spruce Pink, in “The Virginia .fum- 
my,“ Was the first dandy, and entirely his 
creation, followed by Dandy Jim from Caro- 
line. Rice did not play the dandies himself, 
but utilized the character, dressing and train- 
ing another performef for that specialty. As 
for himself, he was always the lame old 
‘nig. . 

Rice died in New Yorkin 1860, leaving a 
comfortable fortune. Among the members 
of the companv under Ludlow’s management 
in 1830 was Mr. John Gilbert, nowaof Wal- 
lack’s. It was his second season on the stage, 
but he was plaving old men, and in conse- 
quence, even then, though so young, was 
called Old Gil.“ Sol Smith was the 


comedian, Rowley Marks. a celebrated 
actor in „character parts,“ the second 
old man. Mrs. MeClure, afterward so 


great a favorite at the old Bowery, was 
the leading lady. The company would play 
from city to city the old legitimate pieces, 
tragedies, comedies, farces}and ocaasionally 
a good drama, but they always wintered in 
1 Miss., then a splendid place for the- 
atrical.

A LIVELY YOUNG WOMAN. 


Thrice Married Though Not Out of Her 
Teens—Her Careeras a Milliner. 
From the Erie (Pa.) Dispatch. 

Three husbands in three years, all living, 
and the triple wife only nineteen years old. 
Such is the dashing record of an Erie county 
girl for whom an officer of the law has just 
started to San Francisco to bring back on an 
extradition warrant from Governor Hoyt. 
Detective C. C. Halstead, of the Central 
Pennsylvania Detective Association, is the 
name of the officer appointed to escort this 
fast young lady across the continent. Hie is 
avery affable fellow, and does not seem at 
all seared at the prospect of having to travel 
several thousand miles in the company of 
this dangerously bewitching girl from Corry. 
To the reporter the detective was most ac- 
commodating. As his game was already 
bagged he had no fear of spoiling sport by a 
premature disclosure, therefore he obligingly 
permitted himself to be pumpeddry. We 
give the detective’s story as told to the re- 

orter: 

“The cirl—for she is scarcely more than a 
girl, being not yet 19 years of age—is the 
daughter of a wealthy farmer of Corry, Pa. 
When but 16 years of age she received the at- 
tentions of a dashing young oil operator nam- 
ed Hastings, who was reported to have clear- 


ed several hundred thousand dollars on the }

An elopement was the 
consequence, and on tke I2th of September, 
1879, the pair was secretly married in Oil 
City.

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A Thorough Smoke Consumer. 
From the Chicago Times. 

Representatives of the Citizens’ Association, 
other citizens and some experts went out to 
the Cook County Hospital on yesterday after- 
noon to look into the merits of a smokeless 
furnace in use there. Among those present 
were Edwin Lee Brown, J. C. Ambler, and R. 
T. Crane, of the Citizens’ Association; D. W. 
Mills, warden of the hospital; William White 
ofthe Allerton Packing company: Edward 
Norton, John A. Grason, Thomas C. Clark, 
D. I. Columbia and H. X. Hitchcock. The 
smokeless furnace consisted of an attachment 
to one of the large furnaces in the hospital, and 
is the invention of Dr. B. F. Smith. It is the 
second one put up, and was said be the in- 
ventor to be quite imperfect: notwithstand- 
ing this it seemed to do what was claimed for 
it—consume smoke—-with almost perfect suc- 
cess. The chimney of the Cook County 
Ifospital has heretofore belehed forth 
great quantities of black smoke, but on ves- 
terday smoke was just visible after tiring,and 
then only fora very short time. The Doctor 
explained the principle of the smoke con- 
sumer somewhat as follows: In ordinary fur- 
naces 200 to 300 feet of air are used when only 
the oxygen of 150 feet can be chemically com- 
bined in the act called combustion, If only 
10 feet could be used the initial heat at the 
point of union is over 5,000 decrees. All the 
excess Of air over that amount serves only to 
reduce the temperature and destroy a portion 
ofits heating power. <A portion of the gases 
arising from the coal being 45 per cent ligbter 
than the air that comes in below them, are 
buoved up against the bottom and sides of the 
boiler, and cooled below their inflaming point 
(degrees, because while there is water in 
the boiler the iron rarely reaches 15) degrees. 
The cooling effect of the boilerand the excess 
of air reduces the temperature of so large a 
portion of the gases below the burning point 
that smoke is formed and the cas escapes un- 
consumed, and the coal has done but one 
third, or at most one half, its duty. 

In the furnace under consideration the coal 
is fedintoa hopper in front of the boiler, 
from which it slides down upon inclined wa- 
ter-vrates. As it comes in contact with the 
tire the gas is slowly and evenly distilled, and 
at once meets with air introduced tnrough 
numerous holes in a horizontal pipe placed 
just above and in front of the a About 
midway from front to rear of the boiler is a 
firebrick director with openings through 
which the burned and unburned gases are 
compelled to pass.

Alaska Not an El Dorado.

Rather sooner than they were expecteg 
come contradictions of the tales about faby. 
lous mineral riches in Alaska. The moun. 
tain cf gold upon which the eyes of hungry 
prospectors were fixed bas disappeared, ang 
there are no more boulders waiting to have 
the pure mineral knocked out of them with a 
sledge-hammer. But as these structures of 
the imagination topple over, evidences of the 
existence of valuable ore deposits come into 


view. A correspondent, who has spent a 
couple of months in investigating the sub. 
ject, writes from Harrisburg, the 
first of the Alaska mining camps, 
that in his opinion the region 


possesses extensive mineral resources and 
that the conditions for developing them are 
favorable. He reports that the mineral belt 
seems tobe about two miles in width, has 
been explored a distance of about six miles 
northerly and southerly, and is situated about 
four miles inland from the coast at an eleva. 
tion of from 1,500 to 2,000 feet above the sea 
level. Little work fias been done as yet on 
any of the numerous locations. Nearly all 
the labor thus far has been expended in cut. 
ting trails, building houses and getting ready 
to mine. The ledges are all gold-bearing, 
carrying a large pereentage of galena. Some 
of the ore is exceedingly richin gold. The 
formation is slate, and the ledges, which run 
With the northwesterly and southeasterly 
trend of the mountain range, vary from two 
feet to eight feet in thickness, with an east. 
erly dip of about 65 degrees.

parks and Public Buildings Worth Over 
Eighteen Million Dollars, 


— — —— 


Among the many very excellent reasons 
why the bonds of the City of St. Louis are 
very welcome in foreign money markets as 
cafe investments 1s that the corporation has 
some first-class securities in over eighteen 
million dollars worth of real estate. Few 
municipalities own so much real estate rel- 


atively as St. Louis. 

First among the corporation’s real vosses-— 
sions should be mentioned its public build- 
ings. The Court House, situated as it is 
in the heart of the city, is the most 
valuable. Thetotal estimated value of this 
js $3,466,575. Another immense structure is 
our Four Courts, Jail and Morgue, occupy- 
ing the block bounded by Eleventh an! 
Twelfth and Clark avenue and Spruce streets, 
s90x280 fect. Comparatively new, this is 
certainly the most interesting and beautiful 
of the public buildings. At a late estimation 
its value Was set down at $588,700. Less pre- 
tentious. less grand and contributing far less 
to the credit of the Future Great isthe muni- 
ipal barn at Eleyenth and Chestna@t streets, 
% inelegantly set off by the soup house flats 
on the west and bare sidewalks 
and a narrow court on the remaining sides and 
interior. A view of this building ever im- 
presses the visitor with the idea that afterthe 
letters City Hall,“ the words “pro tem“ 
should be painted in parenthesis. In this are 
located the city offices and headquarters. 
The City Hall is brick and frame and built 
from the street level without any massive 
foundations. This building is set down at 
$153,200, It occupies 315 221 feet. The next 
most centrally located public building is the 
City Hospital on Lafayette avenue, surround- 
ed by extensive and well designed grounds, 
462X426 feet. This is one of the 
largest and most complete institutions of its 
character in the United States. With the 
many improvements and additions that have 
been made since its erection the hospital is 
now worth $220,840. In the southwestern 
suburbs of the citv are located some of the 
city’s most beautiful and valuable real estate 
possessions. The Insane Asylum, with thirty- 
three acres of fertile grounds surrounding it, 
towers up from a high point and is visible for 
miles. *articularly well situated and parti- 
Marly adapted to the aims for which it was 
uit, a superior position andstructure to the 
st. Louis Insane Asylum is not to be found 
any place, 

This with other public buildings was par- 
tially owned by the county up tothe adoption 
the scheme and charter when it became 
wunicipal property. The Asylum is worth 
Sj12,725 with its improvements and surround- 
ing grounds, Over the hill from this is the 
Poor House, a less imposing but beautiful 
building with fiftv-four acres of ground; it is 
set downlat 192, . The Female Hospital,situ- 
ated close by,is reckoned up with nearly four- 
teen acres of ground at 0, 110. U nder the head 
of hospital and asylum property might be 
included Quarantine and Small-Pox Hospital, 
With 55acres, valued at 350,000. In the St. 
Louis Water Works, reservoir and grounds 
the city has invested 7,183,090. The Comp- 
ton Hill Reservoir, located near Grand and 
Lafayette avenues, one of the highest points 
in the city, is estimated to be worth $711,104. 
Besides this are the Water Works at Bissell’s 
Point and the Water Tower on Grand ave- 
nue, estimated respectively at 2, 886,990 and 
~H,000. The Work House, on Carondelet 
avenue, With eight acres of ground over- 
looking the river and situated at a high 
point, is caleulated to be worth $65,275, and 
the House of Refuge, on Louisiana avenue, 
with nearly twenty acres of land surrounding 
it, at $85,220,

THE SHIP RAILWAY. 


Capt. Hads Jabilant Over Its Suc- 


cess. 


What He Has to Say About the Mexican 
Concessions—New Work in the 
Harbors of Vera Cruz. 


Capt. Jas. B. Eads returned yesterday trom 
Mexico and a POST-DISPATCH reporter met 
him this afternoon in his office in the Chamber 
of Commerce. If anything Mr. Eadsis look- 
ing better than he did when he started and 
was very jubilant over the success of the Ship 
Railway. Without many preliminaries the re- 
porter at once entered into conversation with 
the following results: ‘ 

„Well, Mr. Eads, I see that ‘you are safely 
home again, and, if the statements contained 
in recent telegrams are correct, your trip has 
in every way been a successful one. ; 

„ have not seen the telegrams to which 
you allude, but in point of fact I did accom- 
plish in Mexico all that could be desired.“ 


„Will you kindly state what prompted your 


recent trips?’’ 
‘‘Certainly, I went to Mexico for a two-fold 


\purpose—First, to secure from the Mexican 


Congress a ratification of the sbip railway 
concession previously granted to me by the 
Mexican{Government, and, second, to exam- 
ine the works of the corps of engineers which 
Ihave had upon the Isthmus for the past six 
months running lines to ascertain whien 
would be the most practicable route for the 
railway.’’ 

Was the concession as granted by the Gov- 
ernment ratified by Congress?“ 

Mes; in every material point the concession 
isthesame. There werea few changes made 
in the wording of the instrument, but these in 
no wise changed its effect—they only make the 
meaning of the concession more clear and set 
at rest any doubt as to the intent. I regard the 
concession now as being in the best possible 
shape.’’ 

„Did you find any difficulty in securing the 
desired ratification?’’ 

None at all. Ihe Executive and Congress 
were in perfect accord on the subject, and 
weee equally anxious that the proposed rail- 
way should be constructed. ,erhbaps . 
could have given no better assurance of their 
deep interest in the project and anxiety for its 
success than they did by including in the con- 
cession the provision giving to the United 
States Government the right to aid 
the enterprise either by way of 
money or guarantee, and to 
receive from me, or fromthe company organ- 
ized by me, the most satisfactory security in 
the revenues of the road. It is but natural that 
Mexico should regard a great and powerful 
Government like ours with some jealousy, 
and that she should hestitute to grant any 
rights to our Government which would afford 
the slightest pretext for armed interference. 
In the matter of the concession to me, how- 
ever, all jealousy was laid aside, all 
fears forgotten. The people of Mexico iealize 
that the construction of the ship railway will 
not only result in immense Denetit to them 
and to us, but that it will unite the two Repub- 
lics by the bonds of interest and bring about a 
better understanding between the two coun.- 
tries. 

‘‘Arethe rights of which you have spoken 
given tothe Government of the United states 
ulone?’’ 

No, any foreign Government with whom I 
choose to deal can receive the benefits. I have 
no doubt that the English Government 
would cheerfully do, in return for the benefits 
it would enjoy, all that I ask from the Gov- 
ernment of the United States. The statesmen 
of Mexico do not think it possible, however, 
that our Government would decline to aidthis 
project, when, by granting whatI ask, it can 
so wonderously favor its commerce without 
fear or danger of * ultimate pecuniary loss. 
I need hardly say that 1 quite agree in this 
view. I am satisfied that Congress has the 
best interests of our people too much ut heart 
to hesitate to encourage and assist me in the 
carrying out of this project.’’

Mexico.“ 

was treated with the utmost kindness and 
courtesy. I feet that loweto my friends in 
Mexico a debt of gratitude which it will be 
hard formetorepay. I met with nothing but 
the most generous hospitality during my en- 
tire stay.’’

es, I was consulted in the matter, and 
those whohud charge of it did me the honor 
of insisting thatI should make the plans for 
the improvements, Although much burthened 
with other matters I finally consented to do 
this and I now have the matter on hand.’’ 

Did you find the work of the engineers 
whom you say you have had upon the Isth- 
mus satisfactory?“ 

‘‘Quite so. 1 found that they had done 
much valuable work. I will not now attempt 
to enter into any details but simply make the 
general statement that the labors of my engi- 
neers have more than realized the assertion 
made by me before the work commenced that 
aship railway at Tehuantepee was in every 
way practicable. The engineers are again at 
their labors and will continue them for some- 
time to come. There are several routes across 
the Isthmus which would be practicable, but 
my desire is to ascertain thatiwhich is the most 
desirable and which will involve the least ex- 

nse. 

Do you intend to remain long in St. 
Louis:“ 

No, I willonly remain a few days. I will

THAT SWITCH TRACK, 


The Property Owners in the Vicinity of 
Stein Street Again Indignant. 


The switch track of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad along Jackson from Stein to Peyton 
streets, which has caused so much excite- 
ment and not alittle trouble of late, is again 
agitating the minds of the residents of that 
vicinity.

Brilliante {track during the week the large 


wajority have watched the horses, while the 
iockeys have been ignored.

1 has - heen commonly 
sail at the track during the weck that what- 
ever horse Murphy mounted was sure of a 
place in the race. Although this has not 
cen literally true, yet Murphy 
is ike Fred. Archer in Eng- 
land particular about what he mounts, 
and in this way often secures winners.

does not apply is remarkably 
scaree. Last week 1 large ship- 
ment of zvoung wild pigeons to this city 
and Eastern markets from the Indian Nation 
Was very acceptable. Teal duck at 50 oents 
uud snipe at §2 50, and both very scarce, are 
the only varieties to be had. 

On the fish shambles nothing is to be found 
except what can be bought all the year 
round. No new fish from the East has been 
received in St. Louis during the past tw 
weeks. The pfices now are as follows: crop- 
py, bass, white-ffgh and trout at 12 %½ cents a 
pound; dressed buffalo, 10 cents; cat-fish, 
12%, and fresh mackerel 15 cents each. 

The best creamery butter at 30 cents, best 
dairy at 25 cents and good dairy 20 cents, and 
eggs IZ % cents per dozen, make up the prices 
of the butter market. 

The vegetables are to be had in abundance 
and at low prices. Grundmeyer at Union 
Market quotes for retail prices: Lettuce 15 
cents a dozen, radishes 15 cents per dozen, 
onions 15 cents per dozen, beets 25 cents per 
dozen, cauliflower 50 cents to $3, asparagus 
25 cents to #1 50, beans $1 25 per box, peas 
$1 50, cabbage 10 cents à bead, cucum- 
bers 30 to 60 cents.

Anda certain 
dowager of fifty, on being introduced to him, 
became forthwith a prey to one of those final 
passions which wind up the body as well as 
the soul of some old women. ‘This venerable 
Aspasia was as homely as sin, yet she was in 
the habit of pursuing Signor Touraine every- 
where, of sending him expensive presents, of 
raving about him and calling him her “beau- 
tiful Antinous,” or her ‘‘fascinating rattle- 
snake,“ as her mood went.

loveliness he had ever beheld. Beneath a 
eoronet of gold-streaked auburn hair re- 
posed a forehead that seemed of a nature 
akin to the pale pink leaves of the dog-rose 
in June and an exquisite mouth, on which a 
mile seemed to linger in delighted imprison- 
ment.

In most parts of the country corn will pro- 
duce a larger amount of fodder to the acre 
than any plant that can be cultivated. It is 
not as valuable according to it weight as 
grass, and itz is more difficult to cut, cure 
and preserve. A smaller amount of it will be 
eaten by stock of all kinds, and it is not as 
well adapted to supply all the wants of an 
class of animals as grass is. The stalks will 
89 be rejected unless they are cut up 
when full of sap and Very carefully cured an 
stored. Animals that feed on the dried leaves 
of corn for a long period will often be afflict- 
ed with sore mouths. Quite young animals 
will not eat the best portion of corn fodder as 
readily as they will grass and hay. More 
hand work is required to cut, dry, and store 
corn fodderthan grass, land consequently 
many farmrers give their n to a crop 
that can be harvested and handled by the use 
of machines. Corn that has been allowed to 
stand till it has matured its ears will furnish 
but a small amount cf fodder that stock will 
eat. It will consist almost entirely of the 
leaves and that portion ofthe stalk that is 
above the ears. If the stalks are cut about/the 
time the grains are at full size, but before 
they ripen, just above the point where the 
ear stalk branches off, and are carefully 
cured, they will make very excellent food for 
stock of all kinds. In the New England and 
some of the Middle States they are managed 
in this way, and are regarded by farmers as 
very valuable. In the States south of the 
Ohio River it is customary to strip the leaves 
from the stalks to eure and bind them in 
bundles, and to preserve them under cover; 
these leaves are the dainties of the manger. 


CHANGING THE BEARING YEARS, 


It is a fact well known to all fruit-growers 
that certain varieties of apple, pear and plum 
trees produce very heavy crops on alternate 
years, but very light crops on the succeeding 
one. In fact, some kinds of fruit trees can 
be relied uponto produce any crops on cer- 
tain years. The odd years are the fruitful 
ones for some kinds of trees, and the even 
years for others. Mr. Douglas, of Wauke- 
gan, has recently called attention to the fact 
that nut-producing trees bear bountifully 
some years, and very sparingly, if at alk, the 
succeeding seasons. This peculiarity of 
trees is not the result of differer ces in the 
seasons, although there are vears peculiarly 
favorable or unfavorable to the production of 
fruit. Trees that produce very large crops 
one year appear to suffer a drain on their 
vitality, so that one season is required in 
which to recuperate. It often happens that 
nearly all the trees in an orchard are of a few 
varieties that bear on the same year. The 
owner has an abundance of fruit that season, 
but little or none the next. Various ng ee 
have been made to change the so-ealled 
‘bearing years” of fruit trees so as to pro- 
duce heavy crops On those seasons when 
there is generally a failure. David Flanders, 
of Sing Sing N. V., thinks that he has dis- 
covered a process for securing this result, 
and like most persons who have a new idea 
ona practical subject, has obtained a patent on 
it. This process consists in applying to the 
blossoms of the trees inthe spring of the 
bearing vears, by sprinkling or otherwise, an 
acid or alkaline solution of sufficient strength 
to arrest the development of the blossoms or 
to destroy their vitality, and to cause them to 
44 fall off. The solution, ef whatever 
‘ind, is so dilute that it will not injure the foli- | 
age or branches of the trees that areso treated. 
The inventor does not state whether it is 
necessary to treat trees in this way every 
second year or not. But probably it is sot 


necessary. This invention or discovery may 


be a very valuable one, but it 1s hardly likely 
that the owner of the patent will realize a 
fortune from it. There is great difficulty ſir 
preventing persons from infringing on a 
patent that involves the use of chemical sub- | 
stances, and this is especially the case when 
they are employed outside of a manu- 
factory. 
RYE, A PROFITABLE CROP, 

During several months past the price of 
rye has been higher than that of wheat in all 


— 


the leading markets in the country. The czop 


last year was somewhat short, while the de- 
mand for it has been unusually large. A 
very large class of our inhabitants were ac- 
customed to the use of rye in their old homes, 
and continue to eat it in preference to wheat 
after they come to this country. Bread made 
ofrye retains its moisture longer than that 
made of wheat. It has more flavor, and on 
that account is more palatable when eaten 
without butter or fruit sauce. The great 
number of persons who are daily arriving 
from various portions of Germany and the 
Scandinavian countries will cause a large de- 
mand for rye next season, and farmers will 
do well to consider this fact in deciding what 
grains to sow. The circumstance that the 
price of rye is higherthanthat of wheat 
shows that the former is a negleeted crop, 
and one that is deserving of more attention 
than it receives. Rye is a more productive 
as well as a more hardy plant than wheat, 
while it is less liable to be injured by insects. 
It will produce a good crop upon a poorer 
soil, and one that has received less prepa- 
ration. Many tracts of loose, sandy jand 
will produce large crops of rye, on which a 
paying crop of wheat, corn or potatoes can 
not be grown. There are many large tracts 
of land in the Western States, considered al- 
most valueless, that will produce large and

UTILIZING ANIMAL WASTE. 

When the slaughtering and packing of ani- 
mals inthe West commenced on a large scale 
quite a large proportion of every steer, hog 
or sheep was thrown away. At one time 
slaughtering establishments were located on 
the banks of rivers chiefly for the reason that

most extensive in the world. At pres- 
ent a large number of industries are sup- 
ported in the vicinity of all well-managed 
slaughtering and packing concerns. A New 
York paper in commenting on the changes 
that have recently occurred says: In our 
city abattoirs very little of a slaughtered ani- 
mal is allowed to go to waste. The hoofs 
are sold for glue stock, and bring about 40 
cents a set. Pates, for the same purpose, | 
bring cent toll cents per pound.

EFFECT OF HEAT ON HOGS. 
Hogs generally gain very little during the 
summer on account of the neglect on the 
part of their owners to provide for their 
comfort. In some cases their skin cracks 
open by the influence of the direct rays of 
the sun, and soresare formed which are in- 
fested by insects. The large amount of fat 
contained in the body of the hog renders it 
impatient of heat, and means should be pro- 
vided for rendering the animal as cool as 
ossible. The pastures in which hogs are 
kept should be well supplied with water, not 
only for drinking but for cooling purposes. 
If there are no natural streams or ponds. 
there should be pools made in which theyjcan 
wallow when they desire. They should have 
plenty of grass and other green food, as 
well as sour milk and slops. rn and other 
heating articles of food should be fed sparing- 
ly. Cooling shade'is essential to the comfort 
and well-being of hogs during the hot days 
ofsummer. Farmers who have the advan- 
tage of groves and forests located onſthe 
banks of streams and rivers, or on the shores 
of lakes, generally have little trouble with 
hogs durine the summer. The ground pro- 
tected bythe trees and bushes remains ¢ool 
and moist even when that exposed to the zays 
of the sun is parched and hot. The streams 
and ponds afford water for drinkingland bath- 
ing. The hogisacleanly animal when it is 
allowed a fair chance, Ifa hog pasture con- 
tains fio natural shade and water, they should 
be provided. Water can be conducted 
through pipes fromsprings and wells ata 
small expense, and made to aepery pees and 
watering troughs. Shade can be afforded by 
planting trees or erecting sheds covered by 
straw or running vines. | 
PROTECTION OF THE HOUSEHOLD. | 
Farm-houses are rarely constructed with a 
view to convenience in doing work or to com- 
fort during warm weather. They are coid in 
winter and warm in summer. hey are not 
supplied with water as they might be at small 
I have no means of dralnage, no pro- 
visions for storing ice, and no method of ven- 
tilation except through open doors and win- 
dows. The kitchen is generally so located 
that the fire keptin it will warm the entire 
house. As three hot meals are expected 
every day by the persons engaged in field 
work, and as the amount of washing and 
ironing to de done is very large, the fire 
rarely is allowed to die out in the kitchen 
svove or range. As a consequence all 
the rooms in the house are kept hot by night 
as wellas day. The odors of the various 
dishes — cooked also fill the entire dwell- 
ing. People often gofrom the city to the 
country during the hot weather to find a cool 
place and get the advantage of pure air. They 
never find either in an ordinary farm house. 
The air isimpure not, it is true from the 
odors rising from sewers and filthy alleys, 
but from vapers coming from cow yards and 
the kitchen that forms a portion of the dwell- 
ing. In most cases the in-door laborers on a 
farm suffer more from the heat during the 
summer than the out-of-door laborers do. 
Various ways have been contrived to protect 
laborers from the heat of the summer sun, 
but no invention has been perfected to ward 
off the heat of cooking stoves.The kitchens of 
most farm houses are places of torment dur- 
ing theseason of hot weather. They breed 
disease and death. | 


Industrial Brevities. 
Some Texas farmers will try the experi- 


ment of importing the Lubbock beetles from 


Russia. These beetles are very voracious and 
live on grasshoppers, locusts, cotton worms 
and everything else that destroy crops. 


On the extensive seed farm of Messrs. Lan- 
dreth & Sons not a chicken is to be found, 
but a large number of guinea fowls are al- 
lowed the freedom of the grounds, which de- 
stroy imsects of every kind, and are consid- 
ered invaluable in this respect. 

Cows, Jike chickens and curses, come home 
occasionally to roost,as is shown in the recent 
experience of a Georgia farmer. He removed 
to Alabama, taking his cow with him, and the 
other day the animal turned up at her old 
home, ninety miles away from the farmer’s 
new homestead. 

A Denver paper says that enough alfalfa 
has been sold in that State this year to seed 
10,000 acres, Which next year will give an in- 
crease of 60,000 tons of hay worth $1.250,000, 
estimating the yield at six tons to the acre. 
On some farms near Denver it has produced 
eight and nine tons. | 
A parasite has appeared in the orange 
groves of Italy, the West Indies, Florida and 
California, which ruins vast numbers of 
trees and threatens to seriously interfere 
with orange culture. The Italian Govern- 
ment offers 300,000 francs, and one of its 
wealthy citizens 100,000 more, for an effect- 
ual remedy for the pest. 


George W. Hallock, who has a farm of 
forty-five acres on Long Island, raised last 
fear 15,000 quarts of strawberries, 20,000 
Sends of cauliflower, 2,300 bushels of onions, 
3,000 bushels of potatoes, 173 bushels of 
wheat, 100 bushels of corn,36,000 cucumbers, 
6,300 bushels cf Brussels sprouts, 3,500 bush- 
els of carrots and 150,000 cabbages. 

For some years the Peunsylvania Railroad 
Company has endeavored to relieve the bar- 
ren dreariness of the ordinary railway sta- 
tion by surrounding their country station- 
houses with flower-beds. More attention to 
this matter is being paid this yearthan ever 
before; and recently the company purchased 


50.000 plants forthe adornment of the sta- 


tions of the New York and Philadelphia 
division of the road. The practice is worthy 
of gemeral imitation. 

An ingenious machine, called the “tell- 
tale,“ has been introduced recently on the 
Erie Railroad. It registers the speed of 
trains, when and where they stop, and how 
long. It is used especially for freight trains, 
and is fastened at either end of small 
cabooses or at the side of large cabooses, 
about four and a half feet from the floor. 
It was adopted because freight trains fre- 
quently exceeded the prescribed rate of 
speed. They would run very fast for some 
distances, and then take things comfortably 
for a time. | 

Hon. Eli Stilson, of Oshkosh, Wis., and 
Mr. Chaco, of Racine, bave opened up a large 
stock ranch near San Angela, Texas. Their 


land amounts to 100,000 acres, on which they 


have at present over 10,000 sheep. They are 
constantly adding to the number, and will 
soon engage in raising cattle. They have just 
completed an artesian well, finding an inex- 
haustible supply of water at the distance of 
134 feet. They will continue to sink wells till 
every portion of their tract is supplied with 
stock Water. 


An improved heating apparatus for sani- 
tary purposes has been patented by Mr. Wm. 
MacDonald, of Allegheny City, Pa. The ob- 
ject of this invention is to supply at small

Household Recipes. 


CROQUETTES OF MUTTON.—Roll up the 
mince in balls, egg and bread crumb, and fry 
them in hot lard. They can be made into 
any shape, such as round balls, nares 
sugarloafs or cutlets. They must be serve 
with fried parsley, and very hot. 

SALMON BOILED.—Boil slowly a middle cut 
of salmonin salted water which has also a 
teaspoonful of lemon juiceinit. Serve gar- 
nished with parsley and with a shrimp sauce 
made thus: Into two ounces of butter made 
hot over the fire sift an ounce of flour; cook 
thoroughly, stirring constantly, and then add 
a half pint of stock, a little salt and pepper, 
a teacup of canned shrimps cut in two, and a 
little lemon juice. 

CASSEROLES OF MUTTON.—Boil six large 
potatoes; when done, add salt, pepper, grat- 
ed nutmeg, three yolks of eggs, one ounce of 
butter; beat all well together over the fire a 
few minutés, then pass through a seive. But- 
ter a large baking sheet; place the potato on 
it in a flat heap an inch and ahalf high. When 
cold cut them out with a plain cutter the size 
ofa patty, egg and bread crumb; make an 
impression at one end with a small cutter, to 
represent the top of the patty; fry a golden 
color in hot lard. Remove the inside 
and fill with minced mutton made very 
moist with good stock. Serve very hot on a/ 
napkin. 5 

MINCED. MUTTON.—Take some meat from 
a joint of roast, broiled or braised mutton; 
remove the skin and outside parts, mince it 
very fine; puta small piece of butter into a 
stewpan, when melted add half a table- 
spoonful of flour; stirtwo or three minutes 
over the fire; add a gill of well-flavored 
stock; when boiling putin the mince; add 
salt, pepper, a little grated nutmeg, chopped 
parsley, afew leaves of thyme also finely 
minced, and the yolk of one egg; stir all on 
the fire for some minutes; then serve with 
bread sippets or croquettes of potatoes. If 
put aside until cold this mince can be used in 
various ways.
